DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to Claim 1 : 

The major difference between the claims and the prior art, is that in part, "a rotor 
having a cylindrical shaft piece rotatably engaging with the outer surface of the support, 
and a rotatable partitioning plate extending from the cylindrical shaft piece as a base 
end to be arranged in a radial direction along with the fixed partitioning plate; and a 
cylindrical lid with a top which has a top wall having a saucer-shaped upper surface, 
and a downwardly extending shaft extending downwardly from the lower surface of the 
top wall and engaging with the inner surface of the cylindrical shaft piece from above 
such that the downwardly extending shaft cannot rotate therein, the lid covering the 
cylindrical opening as a lid and rotatably engaging with the cylindrical opening". With 
the claimed limitation in combination with other claimed limitations, the present invention 
is not found or taught by the prior art.
